Statement of the Garretts. 
Here Jet us state what the Garretts say about

The Remains at Buflato. 

BuFra.o, N, Y., April 17,—The train was met 
at the depot in this city by a large concourse of 
people, and the funeral party were entertained 
at Bloomer's dining rooms by the city authori-

The Conference 
Between, Sherman and Johnston, with, its at- 
tendant incidents, was kept private. Now that 
the main features of the conditions agreed upon 
have been promulgated to the army, and the re- 
Sults of the carefully guarded interyiews made 
known fo the entire community, a brief resume 
of the circumstances and preliminaries incident 
to the meeting of the two great chieftains may 
be made public, A historic interest will ever 
swrouud this meeting of Sherman and John- 
ston, 


Preparatory 

To treating for terms our forces explored the 
Tailroad as far as within our lines, ‘This act was 
performed under the direction of Colonel EB. K. 
Kirby. On Saturday night, the 15th inst, the 
locomotive Walter Raleigh was slowly backing 
up the track of the North Carolina Railroad. 
The engine Was manipvlated by an engineer 
who, two days before, Wisin the service of the 
Rebels. 

To prevent him rushing his engine into am- 
buscades or into unpleisant proximity to Rebel 
pickets, Colonel Kirby kent his revolver, londed, 
capped and cocked, close to the liead of the en- 
gineer, ‘Ten miles from Morrisville Station, the 
tender of the engine, which was in advance, as 
the locomotive was backing, struck a torpedo, 
Which exploded with a report Joud as a six- 
pounder, The force of the explosion threw the 
tender from the track, @nd caused Ure occupants 
of the tender to thre\y Hapromptu somersaults 
Veron sg oth Ate alely was se- 
front edge of the tender, was most severely i= 
jured of the party, sustaining the fracture of a 
leg. The tender was bent out of straight into 
curyed lines, It was, howeyer, replaced upon 
the track; and the engine run back to Gage’e 
Station. 

During Sunday, the 16th, the track was more 
successfully explored, ‘he telegraph was re- 
paired and put in working order to Durham 
Station, 


The Interview. 
Early on Monday morning, the 17th instant, 
General Sherman, attended by his staff and 
Colonel Kirby, of General Blair's statY, proceeded 
up the road to Durham Station, On reaching 
our cavalry line, they were joined by General 
Kilpatrick and his staff, ‘Lhe engine then pro- 
ceeded to Durham. At this point General Kil- 
patrick had saddle-horses in waiting for the 
party. They rode five miles from Durham, and 
pulled up atan unpretending one-story frame 
house. The only attraction about this diminu- 
tive cot was, thatit was embowered in umbra- 
geous trees, 
Generals Joseph E, Johnston and Wade 
Hampton, accompanied by a bevy of staff offi- 
cers, were already on the ground. Generals 
Sherman and Johnston, alone and unatte nded, 
at once entered the cottage. They remained in 
conference for two hours. What passed between 
the Generals they alone can make known. 
Outside the Cottage 
Remained Generals Iilpatrick, Wade Hampton, 
and the staff officers. General Kilpatrick ap- 
proached General Hampton and greeted him 
cordially. General Hampton replied coldly and 
superciliously. He told General Kilpatrick, 
“that for himself he was not disposed to give up 
the war, that he would never fraternize with us, 
put would retaliate with torch and s\ord, for the 
war that we had waged. He found a great deal 
of fault with our method of carrying on war. For 
atime General Kilpatrick was disposed to be 
conciliatory. But the supercilions taunts of 
Hampton, at last roused “ Kull,” and he retorted 
in more fitting terms to the groundless re- 
proaches of the persistent Rebel. Hampton 
boasted of the surprise he carried out against 
General Kilpatrick's camp near Fayetteville. 
Though he did not allude to the champion cap- 
tured in Georgia. The cayalry chiefs parted in 
no very amicable mood, 
The Staff Officers 
Of Wade Hampton imitated the boorish and 
senseless conduct of their sulky leader. General 
Sherman's officers wore disposed to be sociable 
and friendly, but all their overtures were haugh- 
tily refused, They answered in monosylables 
to direct questions, kept themselves together, 
and repelled all courteous intercourse, The Ad- 
jntant-General of Hampton, Captain McClellan, 
‘said to be a relative of George B, McClellan, de- 
livered himself of some bitter remarks against 
the Union and its defenders. Two officers of 
General Johnston's suite proved an honorable 
exception in this ungentlemanly conduct of 
the Rebel staff officers, These two gentlemen, 
whose names we suppress front motives of 
delicacy, conducted themselves as officers and 
gentlemen, which 1s far more than can be sald 
for their companions, The parting between the 
officers of the respective staffs was consequently 
very cool and distant.

Bpectat Correspondence of the Inquirer. 
RicuMonn, April 22, 1865, 

Feeling a desire to revisit the scenes of some 
of the old battle-flelds of 1862, before Richmond, 
in which it was my lot to bear an humble part, 
communicated my wish to some of my mili- 
tary friends, seyerol of whom participated in 
that campaign with the Pennsylvanin Reserves, 
and they entered cordially into the proposition, 
‘and arrangements were speedily made, and a 
party, consisting of Lieutenant-Colonel James 
Brady, First Pennsylvanian Light Artillery; 
Captain Wm. Stitt, of Battery A, First Pennsyl- 
vaenin Artillery, and Lieutenants John Kling 
and Wm. R. Brown, of the same battery; 
Lieutenant Edwin R, Frost, Third Massachu- 

* setts Heavy Artillery, and the correspondent of 
the PHILADELPHIA INQUINER, started on Wed- 
nesday last for the Chickahominy, 

Provided with the requisite passes, we were 
soon beyond the picket line of the Union troops, 
established on the Mechanicsville road, to pre- 
vont Union soldiers from straggling out into 
the country, and to guard the entrance of im- 
proper persons to the city. ‘The day was every- 
thing that could be desired, The sun shone 
bright and clear, and all nature seemed rejoic- 
ing at the advent of spring. 

The Rebel Lines of Fortifications, 

Woe observed that the Rebels had erected three 
heavy lines of works to protect the city, the first 
on the Jine of the-Race Course, consisting of a 
chain of forts and redoubts, completely encircl- 
ing the city. 

About two miles outside of this linewas an- 
other line pretty much of the same character, 
These forts have mostly beén dismantled of 
their henvy guns by the Union troops since 
thelr occupation of the city. On the road we 
passed n heavy 82-pound carronade, which the 
Rebels had evidently tried to get away at the 
time of the evacuation, but the carriage and 
gun being very heavy had stuck fastin a mud 
hole, and, being unable to extricate it, they had 
abandoned it, but before doing so chopped to 
pieces with axes several of the spokes of the 
wheels. This was the case with many of the 
guns I saw in the fortifleations. 

The Second Line of Works 

Was much stronger than the first, going from 
the city, the forts being connected with lines of 
rifle-pits and breastworks for infantry, and in 
some places heavy pieces of timber had been 
placed on the parapet, and pierced wlth loop- 
holes for sharp-shooters, This line, I was in- 
formed by residents of the vicinity, was con- 
structed last sammer, when General Grant was 
threatening the city fromthe North, Its ap- 
pearance indieated that it was of recent con- 
struotion. The interior line, we were also in- 
formed, had been constructed to repel Grant’s 
expected attack in that direction. 

The Works in Front of McClellan’s Army. 
Approaching the outer line, which coyers the 
crests of lills overlooking the bottom lands or 
valley of the Chickahominy, we halted, and in- 
spected lt more closely, We recognized in a mo- 
ment the redonbts and lines of rifle-pits which 
we had day after day, in the bright June morn- 
Ings of 1862, watched the Rebols when building 
‘them for our reception, for they Seated 
Move in that direction. = 

I do not propose now to criticise the campaign 
of McClellan, nor to say what could have been 
done, after possessing all the knowledge and 
expericnce that we have acquired within the 
past three years. War then was a new thing 
with us, and what were regarded then as very 
Yormiduble impediments, would now be consi- 
dered as very slight obstacles to an advancing 
army of bold, determined troops, Had we 
known then, as we know now, how such a line 
of works could have been carried by assault, or 
flanked, it is more than likely that the imper- 
fect line of breastworks and redoubts hastily 
thrown up by the Rebels at that time, conld 
hayo been carried by our troops without very 
heavy loss. 

These outer works at this point contain no 
ditch or moat, and have no abalfis, and the range 
of the guns is such that while they would 
hear destructively on a force immediately 
after first crossing the river in their 
front, they would be almost useless in op- 
Pp the advancing force the nearer they ap- 
proached the works, on account of the eleya- 
tion of the hills. 

‘These fxcts were patent to us now, as we stood 
on this side of the river, and quietly calculated 
the chances of both sides in attack and defense 


atthis point. As the Rebels in 1862 were not so 
accominodating as to permit us to come over 
and mike these observations ‘en, it is useless 
to speculate upon what might have been done, 
and so I dismiss this part of the subject.

Ascending the ills on the other side of the 
river, we reached Mechanicsville, which, like 
most Virginia villages, boasts a blacksmith 
shop, © Wheelwright shop, and half-a-dozen 
houses, The best house in’ the place, used in 
Iss2es onv picket head-quarters, is now occu- 
Died by Dr. Lumkin, the owner, who, when we 
‘were thére in 1862, left and went to Richmond. 
‘The house is now in good repair, and shows lit 
te traces of the severe conflict which was waged 
in its vicinity. 
Mindness of Negroes to the Yankees, 
Haying lost a horse-shoe on the march, our 
cavalcade approached the blacksmith shop, 
from whence the ring of the blacksmith’s anvil 
floated cut on the pure morning air. The Vul- 
cans consisted of two stalwart colored men, who 
expressed delight at seelng the “Yankees,” as 
they terined us, and although busily engaged in 
other work, quickly arenped it to replace the 
missing horseshoe. I could not help observing 
the pleasure which beamed in their countenan- 
ces at being able to assist in the smallest way 
the “Yankees.” On being asked if it would in- 
convenience them to stop their work to attend 
to us, their answer was:—‘Oh, no, indee 
wwe do anything inde world for yous.’” 
Grossing over the road to the wheelwright 
shop. 6 found two colored men fashioning one 
of the little Virgina carts (or “Ice-arts,” as the: 
eall them), about the size of an ordinary hand- 
cartin Philadelphia. On being asked if the; 
were note the Yankees had come, they expresse 
their delight, and said they had been long look- 
ing for us, and hoped we would never “go way.” 
Whe negroes appeared to be the only anima’ 
industry about the place, ‘ 
What the White People Say. 
Several white men gathered aronnd us, and 
entering into conversation, all expr. them- 
selves glad that the war was over, nnd ayowed 
their wish to lve in ce again under the old 
Union. This was the almost universal serfti- 
ment of those with whom we conversed 
throngliont the day, ‘They oll regarded tlie war

as being over, and that Secession was dead.

The Battle Field of Benver Dam. 


Talking the! Tappahannock rond; we crossed 
Benver Dam, the sceue of the battle with the 
Pennsylvauia Reserves, and Lee's army, June 
26,1862, ‘The old rifle-pits thrown up by: the Re- 
seryes still remain, but the action of the weather 
upon them, washing the dirt from’ the parapet 
into the ditch, has partially filled them ae: vo 
rode over the ground where the Bucktails—the 
First, Second, Fifth, Eighth, Tenth and Twelfth 
Regiments of the old corps withstood the impe- 
tuous assault of the Rebel horde for nearly one 
whole day, with asmaller loss than, perhaps, 
was ever known in a battle where similar num- 
bers vere engaged, Although the-Resepves | 
fought many good battles, that of Mechanicsville 
was pre-eminently the mostsuccessful of all. 

The arrangements were all McCall's, and with 
Reynolds and Meade ss his trasty Lieutenants, 
and ably supported by other good officers, it is 
now no wonder that victory perched upon his 
banners, Roger A: Pryor in his account of the 
“Seven Dave’ Mpht," says that thé.position was 
“defended with desperate obstinncy, and was 
only taken with desperate valor,” the desperate 
valor of the Southrons consisting in theiroccu- 
pying the line after the Reserves had been or- 
dered to fall back from it. 

Ellison's Mill, over the little brook, still stands 
and is now working to supply the neighborhood 
with flour and meal, The deadly fight which 
raged all around it seems, after the lapse of 
three years, to have left little impression upon 
it.. A few of the trees show bullet marks, but 
the debris of the battle-feld has nll been cleared 
away, and no ono could tell trom rosea 
thot a battle had ever been fought there. The 
field and orchard around Austin’s hotise, where 
ours and the Rebel sharp-slooters exchanged 
, ‘tokens of regard,” look now as peaceful and 
quiet as iff hostile foot had never pressed the 
sod. ‘The spring geal peeps above tle surface 
of the ground, and to me it was asad'thought 
that the verdure was tinged with a deeper green 
from the mortal remains of some braye fellow 
who Sleeps beneath it. 

The Baitle-fields of Gaines Mill and Cold 

Harbor, & 

Wo followed the line of retreat talcen by the 
Reserves from Benyer Dam to Gaines’ Mill, in 
1862, where the battle of that name was fought 
on the day succeeding that of Mechanicsville. 
This same spot was the scene of the battle of 
Cold Harbor, in June last, after Grant had com- 
menced his advance from the Rapidan, The 
appearance of Gaines’ Mill, a3 you approach it 
from the west, was so much changed by the 
earthworks thrown up by both armies in the 
last battle that, although those of our party had 
been present at the former battle, we failed to 
identify the ground until we hadaldden around 
to the rear of it, whence we could see where the 
different regiments and batteries were posted 
in 1862, when the whole scene burst upon us as 
ifby enchanimont. 

Captain Stitt, then a Lieutenant of Battery A, 
stood upon the identical spot where the brave 
Captain Easton fell, He it wos who, when cau- 
tioned that he had better remove his battery 
farther to the rear, replied, undauntedly:—‘No, 
sir; if they take my, attery they must take it 
over my dead body.”

We rode oyer the spot where the Duc de 
Chartres, the Prince de Joinyille, Meade, Mc- 
Call and Butterfield stood in groupe, In ‘con- 


sultation, on that eventful day, AAU Beep 
@fery living thing from the faco of tho earth. 
The scene recurred to our minds with vivid 
distinctness, I rode to the tree where two of 
iy, Own brave fellows had poured out their 
life's blood in my sight,and where a score of 
others were writhing in agony from ghastly 
wounds, while shot and shell ploughed the 
earth In every direction. 

A soldier loves “'to fight his battles o’er again,” 
but to stand uponthe same ground, after tho 
lapse of years, and calmly contemplate the 
scene. is a melancholy pleasure which can 
scarcely be conceived. 

We crossed to the woods, that fatal woods, 
which the Rebels were allowed to take posses- 
sion of, whilst we were kept out in the open 
field, and compelled to fight them without an: 
protection from their murderous fire. In this 
woods the Eleventh Pennsylvania Reseryes and 
the Fourth New Jersey were captured almost 
entire. They charged bravely-into it, only to 
find themiselyes surrounded on all sides. In this 
spot, too, the gallant Col. Gosline, of the Ninety- 

fth Pennsylvania Regiment, received hisdeath 
wound, and the chivalric Col. Samuel W. Black, 
Pennsylvania's gallant son, while bravely 
cheering on his regiment with the battle cry of 
“Vengeance! vengeance!” and while the words 
were yet upon his lips, was struck down a 
dead man, 

We did not know much abont warthen. It 
made my blood boil to think that for five long 
hours we lay upon that scorching fleld, doing 
nothing, while the enemy were allowed unmes 
lested to cross Gaines’ Creek and occupy the 
woods in our front, from which we never could 
dislodge them. The common sense of every 
soldier on that field told him that to intrench 
ourselves, to fell trees, to place every obstacle 
possible in the way of the advancing 
horde, was our first duty. This every reasonin; 
man could see ought to haye been done. Bu 
nothing was done, and we lay waiting until the 
Rebels were ready to made the attack. 

General Burnard, of the Engineer Corps, says, 
in his official report ofthis battle, that when he 
called on General Porterto make the dispositions, 
Porter was asleepat Adams’ house, and Gencral 
Barnard, out of courtesy, did not like to waken 
him! And 27,000 men lay on that field for five 
hours while ‘Porter slept, doing nothing, when 
they could have worked as for dear dite and 
raised such intrenchments and aballis as would 
have enabled them to have hurled the Rebels 
back discomfited and broken, 

Contrast this mode of carrying on the war with 
that of Grant’s mode of operations, On the 
same ground you seé illustrations of the two 
systems, Wow the poor, miserable, sandy, gravel 
soil is heaped ae n every direction, as if an 
earthquake had happened there, We stood in- 
side the Rebel lines. and as far os the eye can 
reach the billows of earth rise in every direction, 
in straight lines, in curyes, in salient angles, 
facing every point of the compass for miles, 
They were evidently dug in a hurry; for they 
were not particular about nicety—anything for 
@ cover or shelter from Grant's fire. As they 
were forced to fall back, they abandoned one 
ne only to dig another, and so it continues for 

es, 

Vow, on army operating against an active 
enemy would not halt for one night without in- 
trenching itself. The men do it from the yery 
instinct of self-preservation. jien we would 
halt, and idle ‘hours of precious time away 
withont preparations for defeyse, trusting to 
“luck” to take care of us, 

Adams’ farm-house, where General Porter 
and McCall made their head-quarters, still 
stands, and isin good order. Adams occupies 
itand relates many incidents of the battle and 
ofthe Generals while they stopped at his house, 

He says thirty or forty of our wounded died 
at his house, which was used as a hospital at the 
close of the buttle, and were buried near his 
house. As’the spot where they were buried in- 
terfered with nis farming operations, he after- 
Wards removed them the orchard, where 
they now lie, withont any mark to designate 
who they were, 

Many were buried/on the field during the bat- 
tle © my own knowlege, but the only indication 
of their graves isa greener spotin the desert- 
like field, Quite a large number of South Cnro- 
linians and Georgians are interred in the battle- 
prone and their graves marked with wooden 


ards. 
A large portion of the field is uncultivated. 
Indeed, 1 cannot well be tilled until the heavy 
mounds of earth are leveled off, and, as the soll 
is so poor, itis doubtful ifit would be worth the 
expense. 
The Battle of Cold Harbor. 


Our investigations te the right of the Gaines’ 


ing overa fow bushes, we found the ramnins of 
a Union soldier, which we could identify by his 
blue blouse and United States plates on his ac- 
coutrements, I dismouited, 6xaniined the 
skull and found it @ finely developed head. 
Poor fellow! He was ono of the® bravest of the 
brave, and in. pee charge upon the Rebel 
lines he had penetrated between the second and. 
third lines, where he met his death. He bad 
evidently crawled into the bushes and died.

Keeping up the little road, along which a 
charge had evidently been made by our troops, 
We came across another, and another, till we 
passed more than n dozénskeletons, allin Union 
clothes, lying just as they fell. The shoes were 
on most of them,and their clothing, which had 
shrunk up from the action of the weather, had 
Ea MO leg bones exposed and the arms at the

T picked up a little headrboard, which, in dim 
letters, bore tho nameof “Corporal Lawrence 
Shuster, Wighty-second Pennsylvania’ Regl- 
ment,’ trom whith inferred that this was the 
regiment ebgaged in the charge, and that the 
| soldiers’ remains were those of PchnsylVanians, 

Continuing on to the debateabla ground be- 
tween the two lines, a sorrowful sight presented 
itself, More than ono hundred Union soldiors 
Were unburied on the small space of ground that 
came within ylew,and their grinning skulls and 
ficshless arms and legs.were lying around in 
every direction, all with more or less Union 
ele on the remains. We commenced to 
count them, and rode about fifty yards, but na 
they were lying imeyery direction, we soon lost 
the count, and gaye it up.) There were fully one 
hundred and fifiyex sedavithin-view, and how 
manny more we could not tell, as the sight was 
not @ pleasant onc, and we concluded to return 
the way we came, and left. bes 

‘These bodies have bet the proy of turkey 
buzzards, hogs and dogs for nearlyayear. We 
could sec the buzzards, with their enormous 
wings, sailing about in the air, watching their 
opportunity, when we would ‘leave, to pounce 
upon their prey. A dog was shot-by one of our 
party, which was gnawing away at some of the 
remains, A farmer in the vicinity told us that, 
having no fences to confine the cattle, the hogs 
wandered about, end.be had often driven them 
auvay from feeding upon the bodies where they

The spot where these remains lay is about a 
quarter of a mile from Cold Harbor Tavern, a 
little, dilapidated one-story building. We rode 
up to it, and four young women, named Stewart, 
came ont to meet us, ave inguired how it was 
these bodies remained unburied so near their 
house. They stated that the bodies had been 
buried once, but that Geary’s Brigade of South 
Carolinians came along some time after the bat- 
fle, and they dug them up, and left them in the 
condition we had seen them. Me 

For the honor of human nature, I am inclined 
toaiscreditttinis part of their story, as the skele- 
tons seemed to lie exactly in the positions they

His 
overseer treated us very kindly to milk, and 
said he was glad the war was over, and hoped to 
live again under the protection of the Union, 
This farm appears to be in a good state of culti- 
mentions and is one of the best 1 have seen in Vir- 
ginia, 

‘The negroes everywhere were rejoiced to see 
Yankees,and at every place we stopped would 
come out to meet us, and ask us if we wanted 
anything. As we usually only needed water, 
the inevitable gourd was brought out, and there 
would be a scramble to see which one should 
wait on us flrst. To the question we invariably 
propounded— 

“Do you know you are free now?” they would 
answer— é 

“Oh, yes, massa. God bless the Yankees for 
coming. We'es was looking for you a long time, 
but you hab come at last.’” 

Some Of the owners, out of spite, have turned 
them outof the quarters they formerly occn- 
pied, and compelled them to shift for them- 
selves, but this did not seem to sit heayily on 
them, when compared with the happiness they 
experienced at being free. 

We recrossed. the Chickahominy at New 
Bridge, and struck the Nine Mile Road iy ir 
Oaks Station, where the battle was fought May 
8ist and June Ist, 1862, The Station is really no 
station, fur the house 4s demolished, and the 
rails of the Richmond and York Riyer Railroad 
were pune ter some time ago to repair the 
Danville road, The cross-ties remain, and ap- 
pear to be in good condition, 

Lieutenant-Colonel Brady, whose battery bore 
a conspicuous part in the battle of Fair Oaks, he 
pein at that time acaptain, gaye an interest- 
ing description of the battle, and pointed out 
the positions occupied by the several divisions 
aud brigades in that memorable fight. Gar- 
net’s house, which then stood near the centre 
of the baitle-field, Is still standing, and in good 
condition, Another house, @ short distance 
within our lines at that time, still remains, but 
it is in ruins and uninhabited. 

It was used as one of our hospitals after the 
battle. Near it is a.field, on which is asquare 

jece or ground, abont one hundred feet long by 
forty feet wide, which was once a trench, in 
which were buried some two hundred or more 
Union and Rebel soldiers after the battle. The 
red sub-soil is alstinotly. visible, but the owner 
of the geound is evidently no respecter of grave- 
yards, for he has allowed this spot tobe ploughed 
up along with the rest of the field, 

ithe general appearance of the battle-fleld is 
flat, and would seem to be well adapted to moy- 
ing masses of men in solid columns, wu ich Was 
the mode of attack adopted by the Rebels. The 
woods through which they made a desperate 
onset to try and prevent "Old Sumner” from 
coming up towards the Grapevine Bridge, have 
been cut down, and the whole now forms an open 


plain. 

This battle, it will be remembered, was 
aareatie in our favor, but from some cause or 
other it was not followed up,and we therefore 
Jost the advantage it had gained us, Both sides 
now agreo that had it been followed up the 
Union army could have entered Richmond 
without much opposition. But we waited from 
the lst to the 26th of June before we made any 
move, and then it was to fall back, while in the 
meantime the Rebels had drawn Beauregard’s 
army from Corinth to Richmond, and “Stone- 
wall” Jackson was withdrawn from the Valley, 
and these forces, added to those the Rebels had 
previously, made the Rebels outnumber us con- 
siderably, and hence the retreat of McClellan to 
mae det b be b; od

We returned to Richmond about 9 P. M., hay- 
ing been in thesaddle nearly twelve hours with- 
out intermission, and passed over more than 
forty miles. The interesting character of the 
excursion well repaid us for the fatigue we ex- 
perienoced.

THE FORT SUMTER CELEBRATION. 


MAJOR-GENERAL J. J. PECK'S REMARKS AS PRE- 
SIDENT AT THE FORT SUMTER CELEBKATION, 
ACADEMY OF BUSIC, APRIL 12, 1585. 

Follow Citizens:—Four years ago seven lead- 
ing States ofthe Union were in reboilion against 
the Federal Goyernment, and ns many more 
were on the eve of Joining hand to band with 
those already engaged in tie blackest conspiracy 
that ever marked the history of any-people. Our 
forts were seized, navy yards burned, arsenals 
plundered, arms distributed, custom houses, 
postollices and mints appropriated, lights snd

General Beauregard, Dayis, and the leading 
conspirntors, resolved to preelpitate the action 
of the remainingslaye States, by a delibernte at- 
tack upon the fing and property of tho United 
States. At dawn’ of day on the 12th of April, 
181, the chivalry of South Carolina laid siege to 
Fort Sumter, garrisoned by Major Anderson and 
one company of regular artillery, nuinbering 
about one hundred men, Major Anderson and 
his brave little bard made a lieroic defense, and 
only ylelded wien the old brick worl became 
untenable, his ammunition was exhausted, and 
his men were fainting from hunger and fatigue. 
His telegram to the ¥ Aeenan mente on his ar- 
Ae in this city on the Isth, tells the sequel, 
viz. 

“T marched out ofthe fort with colors flying 
and drums beating, taking with me company 
and private property, and saluting the flag wit 

Yy guns.” . 

The plan of the principal leaders, as designed, 
operated to fire the Southern heart, hasten the 
action ofseyeral States, and add temporaril 
the weight and power of the so-called Confede- 


racy.

The terms, 18 understood, were belicved to be 
of GenoralSherman's own choosing, and dic- 
tated by him to a conquéred army, and thei 
acceptance by the Government was not ayes 
tioned. firm was tho belief that absolu 
peace would be proclnimed from Washington, 
that General Sherman’s announcement that he 
hoped soon to mafcli bis army homeward was 
accepted as a certainty, and preparations ac- 
cordingly made. Tho real conditions upon 
which tho surrender was made, when known, I 

confident, will be as PED / rejected by 
the army as they have been Hs President John- 
son, his Cabinet and General Grant. 

General Sherman, we fear, has made a very 
gravo mistake, and been fairly beaten by that 
cunning traitor, the Rebel Secretary of War. 

At the first meeting, at which General John- 
ston only was praca no terms were final; 
agreed upon; at the second meeting, however, al 
whieh Breokinridge officiated, conditions were 
accepted and papers signed. 

Genoral Johnston, on the first day, probably 
learned what General Sherman's terms were. 
After fll consultation with Jom Davis, who 
was at Hillsboro’, he concluded to accept them, 
taking Breckinridge with him, however, ta 
draw up the papers. 

‘This important conference was held at the so- 
licitation of the Rebel General, who, on the 4th 
instant, sent by flag of trace a request for a ces- 
Sation of hostilities until General Grant could 
besent for. General Sherman answered imme- 
‘diately by saying that if the surrendor of his 
army was the object ofsuch truce, he was com- 
petent to attend to such wants; but iranything 
else was desired, he wished to know it, when he 
would decide whether or not it would be neces- 
sary to send for the Licntenant-Genoral. He was 
informed that he, General Sherman, was y 
tomeet him atany time to confer'on the sub- 
Jectofhis wants. ‘This offer_was promptly ac- 
cepted, and, through Wade Hampton, the point 
of meeting was agreed upon. At Mr. James 
Bennett's, a littie hut on the left of the Chapel 
Hill road, fiye miles from Durham's Station and

thirty from Raleigh, the memorable meeting 
took place. Gen. Sherman was accompanied by 
his right-hand man, his able Chief Engineer, 


Colonel O. M. Poo, and General Bory with 
others of his staff, and met General Jolimsto:

his staff, Both Genorals were accompanied by 
their cavalry Generals, Kilpatrick and Wade 
Hampton. 

After the more importantquestions had been 
settled, Generals Sherman and Johnston con- 
versed freely and frankly. General Sherman 
said, and General Fohuston fairly admitted, that 
the Grand Army of the Mississippl was the best 
army ever marshaled. ‘ Why," said Jotinston, 
“my engineers, my officers aud the people 
South Carolina all insisted upon it, that no 
army could eyer penetrate Sallcehatehie 
Swamps, and you have not only marched your 
army through it, but corduroyed and britiged it 
for miles, and then drew after you your im- 
mense supply trains. The like could not have 
been done by any other army." 

General Wade Hampton's actions and conduct 
in the light of such 4 manly and candid admis- 
sion are suggestive of his hatréd of the people 
who elevate and dignify the Inboring classes 
and thorouczh fanaticism in his notions o! 
Southern superiority and chivalry. He denied 
that the South was Pon or eyen worstcd, 
and fully reannounced the theory that one 
Southern mancould whip three Northern men. 
We believe four years of war havent least ro- 
duced the odds, even in his opinion, from five 
to three, 

During the interview of the two Generals, Gol. 
Poe and Major Johnston, Chief Ungineers of the

“Let Potter burn’ a little 
longer,” sald he, General Breckinridge was 
morosé and reticent. He showed plainly how 
deep was his humiliation. He conversed, how- 
ever, with those who addressed him, and ta 
General Sherman, in ao discussion as to the 
slavery question, made this remarkable confes- 
sion. ‘The discussion of the slavery question is 
atan end. Whe amendment to the Constitution 
forever forbidding slavery is perfectly fair, and wilt 
‘be accepted in that spirit by the ‘people of the South.” 
If this is the feeling of the classhe particularly 
represents, we hail it with gladness. 

The news of theassassination of Mr. Lincoln 
Was received by General Sherman while st Kil- 
Patrick's head-quartors, on bis way to the frst 

lny’s meeting. We havo it from General Sher- 
man himself, that General Jolinston was 
shocked, and inanifested as much feeling and 
concern as an intimate friend would haye done. 
And well he might, for the exasperated soldiera 
of the Union army would haye desolated the 
land from the right to the left. The Rebel chief- 
tain expressed himself deeply pained at the un- 
fortunate eveut, Ho wax told that it would be 
politic in him to publicly disclaim any connec- 
tion with or Icnowledse of the deed, or the con- 
duct of our army could not be answered for.

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THE DEATH OF J. WILKES BOOTH. 

. "They that take the sword shall perish by the 
sword.” Retaliation is, in many respects, 0 
natural human emotion, and when aspirations 
for vengeance are most flerce, the lex talionis, 
“an eye for an eye, a tooth for a tooth,” seems to 
beagreeable tothe mind, In the history of the 
terrible cirenmstances which attended the ns- 
sassination of the late President of the United 
States, the curious mind will not fuil to notice 
that Lhe manner of the death of the victim and 
the assailant was nearly similar. President Lin- 
CoLN was killed by a ball from a pistol, which 
entered his head in the left side, back of the ear. 
Joun WiLKes Boorn, the murderer, was shot 
on Wednesday last by soldiers who were pur- 
suing him, severely in the same part of his 
body, exactly what President L1NcoLN suffered, 
Joun WiLkKes Boorn suffered, It is in doubt 
from conflicting statements, whether he was 
sensibleafter he was shot. If he was not ho ex- 
pired as his victim expired, If he was, he en- 
dured In those two hours terrible tortures. 

In the manner of their taking off there 
wns much similarity, but in their mental con- 
ditions at the time of death the dissimilarity 
was great. The President was in a happy condi- 
tion of mind; the prospeets of the country were 
theering to him; he had hope of speedy pence; 
his heart overNowed with good will and kind- 
ness, At the moment of death he was enjoying 
the relaxation of the scene; his mind was cheer- 
ful, and his heart free from otlier than pleasure- 
able emotions, The swift course of the bullet 
deprived him of consciousness, without warn- 
ing, and itis not likely he ever knew the cause 
which deprived him of self-control. Take, on 
The other hand, the cireumstances attending the 
Subsequent cnreer of the assassin. The moment 
of the murder was the only minute of happiness 
oY exultation which he could have experlenced, 
With the theatrical flourish of his knife,and the 
exclamation, sic semper tyrannis, his transitory 
Joy ceased, Agitation, anxiety, the fear of pur- 
suit followed. 

In the long journey which succeeded, the pre- 
catitions necessary to eyade pursuit, the dis- 
guises assnined, the subterfuges resorted to, the 
concealments which were necessary, the assas- 
sin endured intense misery, knowing that the 
hue and ery would follow him wherever he 
shbduld go, having cause of suspicion of each 
man who approached him, and bearing beside 
in his equseiénce tho fearful curse of Cain. 
There were crowded. in the twelve days which 
had elapsed since the assassination at Ford's 
Theatre, emotions, thoughts and remorse equal 
ton lifetime of misery. Whilst it was the will 
of God that ABRAHAM LINCOLN should be re- 
moved from this life when his heart was 
lightest, and his hopes for the fature were 
assuming pleasing shapes, it was also His will 
that JouN WiLkES BoorH should be taken off 
after suffering, of a mental nature, which make 
of earth a hell. 

The one was taken away like a flower aud- 
denly plucked from the stem. The other was 
crushed like a wounded scorpion, stinging ilself 
to death and expiring amid its fary by on 
enemys DI0\¥. The Circumstances of the assassi- 
mation and the punishment are remarkable, 
and prove the mysterles of Providence. There 
are many who would have preferred that the 
murderer should haye died by the hands of the 
daw, and they lament that the gallows has lost a 
victim. But the retribution has been remark- 
able, the retaliation for the crime almost identi- 
cal with the incidents of its perpetration. 

The capture of HAROLD is regarded by the Go- 
Yernment as important, What his precise con- 
nection was with the crime is not generally 
known. He was, we presume, an accessory be- 
fore the fact, and possibly one of the principals 

in the great conspiracy. 


MOV ENTS © ORTH CAROLINA. 
So far as canbe inferred from the tenor of Gen.

burg. Eloquent and patriotic addresses were 
then delivered, after which the meeting ad- 
journed amidst great enthusiasm. 

A fow days since the foreign yice consuls re- 
siding in Norfolk, Va., visited the head-quarters 
of Brigadier-General Gordon, commanding the 
epartment of Eastern Virginia, to express per- 
sonally to that Officer the fleep sorrow which 
they felt for the irreparable loss which the na- 
tion has sustained by the recent violent death 
of our President.

Tho Full Particulars of His Arrest. 


REMARKS AND DEMEANOR OF THE PRISONER. 


We published yesterday a statement of the 
arrest, inthis city, of Junius Brutus Booth, a 
brother of the assassin of President Lincoln. 
We append the following particulars connected 
with the affair, which we know to be a true ver-} 
sion of thestory. 

An order for thearrest of Booth was received 
by telegraph, from the authorities at Washing- 
ton, and its execution was entrusted to Isaac M. 
Krupp, Special Agent of the Fourth District of 
Philadelphia. About 3 o'clock on Tuesday af- 
ternoon, Mr. Krupp proceeded to the residence 
of arelatiye of Booth’s, inthe western part of 
the city, where he (Booth) was stopping, and 
after obtainingan interview with him, informed 
Nim that he hada warrantfor his arrestin irons, 
and instructions to convey him to Washington. 

Booth scomed fora moment durbfounded at 
the announcement, but soon after said: “Do you 
Icnow, if it is da regard to thab letter?” The 
officer not being there to answer questions, cave 
him no. satisfaction, Dut informed him that 
although ae had authority to take him in irons, 
he would dispense with the use of them. Booth 
thanked him, and in a stato of considerable 
agitation prepared to leave the house at once. 
The twain proceeded on foot to the Station 
House, Thirteenth and Brandywine streets, 
whore Booth remained for several hours. While 
therohe employed part of his time in copying 
extracts from the Bible, some of which wero 
from the forty-ninth Psalm. He appeared at 
times wrapped in thought nnd somewhat de- 
jected. During the evening he was conyeyed in 
Acarriage to the Baltimore depot, and left in 
company with OMicer Krupp in the eleyon 
o'clocl: train. 

He had little to say during the trip, bul atone 
(ime remarked that he “ wished John had been 
KIed before the assassination, for the sake of 
the fhinily namo," &. Arriving at Washing- 
ton at 644 A, M. on Wednesday, he was fur- 
nished with a good brealcfast, and at 9 o'clocle 
was taken to the War Department, During o 
brief examination before the Judge Advocate, 
Booth stated that the published accounts of tho 
contents of the letter allading to the oil busi- 
ness contained a different phraseology from 
what he had written, and he desired to have the 
whole letter published. After the interview at 
the War Department he was taken to the Old 
Capitol Prison, where he was safely quartered 
at five minutes of 4 o'clock, haying beon kept 
at the War Department for several hours. Offi- 
cer Krupp returned to this city yesterday, and 
sent by Adams' Express a quantity of clothing, 
&e., t» Booth, at his particular request. 

Mr. Booth arrivedin Philadelphia on Wednes- 
day Inst, from Cincinnati, and Kept his apart- 
ments closely, until the time of his arrest. On 
arriving in the city he notified United States 
Marshal Millward of his presence and was visited 
by that official or some of his Deputies, but not 
interfered with. Before the arrest Booth fre- 
quently spoke of the oll letter, Speaking of the 
name of “ Alice’ mentioned in it, he said he 
merely added a postscript in his letter tou tho 
assassin, requesting him to give his love to her, 
as the lady in question had frequently sent him 
such tokens in her correspondence. “Alice” is 
believed to be an actress employed in one of the 
‘Theatres in Washington. 

There does not appear to have been anything 
unysualin the manner or demeanor of Junius 
during his stay in this city, but he seemed at 
times concerned about what he calls the false 
construction put upon the letter in question, 
Immediately before his arrest he-yWas calm and 
apparently unconcerned and quictly ongaced in 
smoking, evident! ly not anticipating any mo- 
lJestation. 

We learn that tho assassin was in Philadel- 
phin about the lth of February last, and while 
with his relatives here frequently gave expres- 
sion to his feelings of antipathy to the Govern- 
ment. He left here and went to New York, 
where he remained a short time and then pro- 
ceeded to Washington, where he stayed until 
the fiendish purposo he had at heart was con- 
summated. His mother wrote to him request- 
ing him to come North, but he wrote word back 
that his time was so occupied with his oil busi- 
ness in Washington that he could not leave. At 
times he expressed a strong desire to join the 
Southern army, but his relatives here dissuaded 


him from taking such a step. He was born in 
Harford county, Marylan 


DepIcaTION OF THE New Monicrpar Hos- 
rrraL.—The new and splendid Municipal Hos- 
pital, recently erected under the auspices of a 
Commission of the Board of Health, and situa- 
ted at the junction of the Lamb Tavern road and 
Hart's lane, was tormally handed over to the 
Board of Health yesterday afternoon. The cere- 
monies were of an interesting character, and 
were witnessed by a number of city officials and 
influential citizens. 

Dr. John B. Biddle, President of the Commis- 
sion, made the opening speech. He sai 

‘Whe City Hospital was organized in i793, and was 
tained for tha purpose until 1807. 
was erected, which was removed {A 1858. From that 
time, to the! present, Philndelpbla has been without a 
City Hospital, temporary bnt Insufficient accommoda- 
tlons for smail-pox patients haying been provided for 
five years ot a small building on Islington Jane, 

In the beginning of the yenr 1861 a commission for 
the erection of a municipal hospital was organized by 
‘an ordinance of Councils, consisting of representatives 
of the Boerd of Health. the Guardinns of the Poor and 
the County Prison and the Mayor, and, with some few 

has been completed by the com- 
constituted. 
. to the general opinion as to dan- 
ger from smallpox hospitals, with view to refute It, 
He said that in a properly ventilated building the con- 
tagious emanations from the sick pass upwards, and 
within a very short distance, not one hundred feet, the 
possibility of communication disappears. 

In the capitals of Europe there fs little sensitiveness: 
as to the neighborhood of small-pox. In 
separate hospitals exist for this disease. Tu 
the small-pox hospital Is placed in # closely-built por- 
tlon of the elty; in New York it is on Blackayell’s 
Tsland; while in Boston there are two separate )os- 
pitals forsmall-pox, one on Deer Island, the other on 
Ratnsford Island, tn Shactousness of accommodation 
or desirable isolation, sald the Doctor, no metropolitan 
Hospital for contaglous diseases in the world surpasses 


ours. 

‘The inclosure upon which the Municipal Hospital 
stands is a square of ground, a portion of alot situate 
at the Junction of the Lamb Tavern road and Hart 
une, containing ten acres aud pinety-one perches, 
which was purchased by the Board of Health on the 
2d of February, 1854, for the sum of $16,000, and subst- 
quently, by the act ‘of consolidation, was transferred 
to the city. Of this property nn atea of 400 feet be- 
tween Twenty-first and ‘wenty-second streets, nnd 00 
feet from Lehigh nvenue to Huntingdon street, has 
been seserved for the purpose of the hospital.’ The 
structure consists of o centro 69 fect square and two 
stories high, with a basement and attic. On the east 
and west sides are wings,two storles high,each 115 feet in 
length and 90 feet in width, thus presenting an entire 
front of 280 feet, On the south side of either wing rns 
fu inclosed piazza 12 feet In width, and one-halt the 
length are attics, contaluing. separate chambers, 
Under the entire butlding is. cellar nine tect in depth. 
containing two kitchens, floored with slate tiles and 
provided with suitable arrangements for cooking aud 
elevating provisions, 

The centre building has four rooms on_ each floor, 18 
by 20 feet in dimensions, with a hall ten feet wide, con- 
taining the priueipal flight of stairs from. the cellar to 
the attic, and a cross entry connecting with the plazzas, 
thus separating the apartments ofthe officers from the 
wards. Each wing contains two xooms on elther floor, 
42 by 26! feet in. area, and 14 feet in height, furnishing 
thus elght wards, each readily nccommodating twenty 
beds, In the attics and spare rooms sixty more beds 
may be placed, and ifan emorgency arises the balconles 
may be fitted up with sashes and for a large in- 
crease of patients, ‘Phe wards are separated by rooms 
12 feet In width, provided with baths, water closets an 
other necessary conyenlences,-and, through them ac- 
cess to the plazzas, furnishing convalescent patients 
With along and sheltered. walk in the open air. 

‘The stone of which the hospital is “constructed Is 
from the Gniess quarries at the Falls of Schuylkill. 
‘Phe frout of the centre, and the base of the wings is of 
broken range work; the other portions are hammer- 
dressed and pointed, ‘Rho masonry was laid by: Mr, 
Samuel Collom, of Germantown, "Che interior walls 
hre of brick, and provided syith flues from the cellar 
for thorough yentilatio he wards and bath-rooma 
re nented by four }irgo ast-tron furnaces, furnished 
by Mr. B. Hunter; and each room hos besides an oport 
grate, materially improving the ventilation. ‘Nhe 
centro Is heated by fire-bourd stoves, in the firsbstory, 
which snpply hot alr to the chambers, above. Tie 
Hloora of the wards and balls are onken, and deafened 
by-# coat of plaster. Tho rool ts mainly slated, except-

lor will surrender his army to General Canby if 
favorable terms be granted, Another blockade- 
runner ran into Galveston somewhat damaged 
py our gunboats.

A despatch from Mont- 
gomery, Alabama, of the lith says, the Rebels 
under the command of Dan. Adams and Buford 
commenced eyacnating on Tuesday evening, 
two hours before the arriyalof the Union army, 
Buford, commanding the rear guard, ordered 
95,000 Dales of cotton to be burned, which was 
done despite the pr: testations of the citizens, 

The Federals destroyed the steamers King, Au- 
gusta and Shiner on the Alabama River. The 
Title Cherokee was also burned on the Talla- 
poosa by parties unknown. The Federals de- 
stroyed all the railroad depots, workshops and 
rolling mills, but private property was unmo- 
lested.

Marrin, Provost Marshal of the 
Reventcenth Corps, administered the oath of 
allegiance to five of Johnston's body-guard, 

These deserters report that Johnston ts dis- 
arming Wade Hampton's command. All the 
desertors agree in saying that Hampton will be 
forced to submit to General Sherman's terms. 
‘The most intelligent of them say that Hampton 
is merely perverse and obstinate for the sake of 
obtaining notoriety, and that his words are 
practically more formidable than his actions, 

Unsurrendered 
Rebel soldiers, ounce members of the Rebel 
army of Virginia, who were not present with 
their commands when Lee swrendered to 
Grant, having been cut off or straygled from the 
miain body during the battles before Richmond 
and their subsequent pursuit, are coming in 
here in great numbers, A few of them sarrender 
themselyes as prisoners and claim their parole, 
which is granted. The major part of them pre- 
fer taking the oath of alleginuco, Lhe Provost 
Marshal's office at the Capitol is overrun with 
them. 
Destruction of n Powder Mill. 

By command of General Sherman, the powder 
millin the vicinity of Raleigh, are being de- 
stroyed.

Reviews 
Are the order of the'day, On the 20th instant 
the Tenth Corps, the heroes of t Fisher, ¥ 
reviewed by Major-General Sherman.

RALEIGH, April 20, 
Forward from Goldsboro’. 

On Sunday eveniig, the th, all was ready to 
moye, Early on the morning of Monday the 
different corps began to moye, Goldsboro’ pre- 
sented a galn scene, the veterans of Sherman’s 
army marching in column through its streets, 
in new uniforms, and well equipped now, pre- 
senting a far more soldierly appearance than on 
their entrance two weeks ago. 

By the movements of the troops it was tmpos- 
sible to conjecture their destination. hey 
marched out of the town in the direction of all 
the cardinal points. Up one street was borne 
the cartridge box of General Logan, down an- 
other the arrow of Blair, Across one side of the 
town the star of Mower, and in an opposite di- 
rection the scorn of Jef. OC. Davis, while the 
shield of Schofield moved about the town, appa- 
rently in all directions. 

The Morning 
Of the departure from Goldsboro’ was cloudy 
and presaging rain. Lhe thick clouds aud heavy 
air had a depressing éflect on the dust, and 
Goldsboro’ was tolerably passable for the heroes, 
Had the morning been bright, and the dustin 
its natural state, some of the braye boys would 
haye suffocated. As it was, though the clouds 
were licayy, the spirits of the boys were light; 
the bands played, the men marched prond and 
erect; and Goldsboro’ presented the pomp and 
civeumstanee of glorious war as it Is seldom 
seen. The streets of the dusty old town shook 
beneath the steps of the best army that ever 


trod, All this array of strength and “yslor was 
going forth to re-establish the authority

A Skirmish. 

We moyed out of the town to the music of 
dislant cannon, and thelr reverberations yang 
in our ears til near three, when a sharp 1us- 
ketry fire in our immediate front arrested our 
Attention.

minutes, and the bridge was passable, 

Wade Hampton's command and the 
Carolina Cavilry of Butler crossed this 
bridge yesterday. We moved all the first day 
on the east side of Little River, droye the 
| encmy from the bridge at Whitely's mill, pre- 
vented the destruction of the bridge at that 
point, and marched fourteen miles. 

‘The Sccond Day. 

Atv A. M., Tuesday, the 1th, the Army of the 
Tennessee Wason its way. Ithad rained hard 
ing the preceding night, and the roads were 


very muddy. ‘the Fourteenth Corps moved on 
the left of the Seventeenth, over.a wet and miry 
road. The enteenth 1 hed through 
swamps the entire day; horses waded in roads 


submerged in water ‘above their kueea, The 
water alternated with bogs, in Which the hors 
Sauk and, doundered; and bespattered their 
riders. 

The pioneérs preceded the columns of infan- 
try, and rendered the roads “passuble. Many 
mifes had to be corduroyed before the wagon 
trains could pass. Progress was consequently 
slow. 

‘Dwo miles fsom Whitely's Millswe came upon 
Boone Hill Suuion, a station of the Golds- 
boro! and Kaleigh Roud, twelve miles from the 
former place. ‘The railroad was ere torn up, 
the sleepers burned and the rails warped by fire 
in true Yankee style. ‘The road was impaired 
in this manner at intervals for several tniles. 

Boone Hill js a village of a score of honses, 
and wasa post down ere the Rebellion. ‘The in- 
habitants that showed theinselyes claimed to 


paving Boose Hill and the railroad the 
Seventeenth plunged into the swamps, and 
after weary bolts of marching through swale 
thatin North Carolina patois were ull, tat is, 
the rain had raised the water in them tothe 
highest point; through the water, through the

X portion of the Fifteenth Corps, as they en- 
tered the town, passed General Sherm-n in re-| 
view. ‘Lhe chieftain was on horseback, in the 
gateway of the Capitol. Directly behind him, 
leaming in the sunshine, was Houdon’s Wash- 
ngton, While surrounding lim were Generals 
Howard, Blair, Schurz, Logan and Hazen. Ge- 
neral Sherman attended to the duties of the re- 
view, answering salutes, uncovering to dip- 
ping colors, and at the same time maintaining 
aconyersation with a citizen at his side. The 
troops marched firm and erect, conscious that 
the eyes of thelr great chief were upon them. 
The Citizens 

Are quiet, and seem rather satisfied with the 
change, All the males profess to be Holden men, 
which in Raleigh, is equivalent to beinga Union 
man. Private property: belong strict respected; 
guards dre liberally provided and the soldiers 
fre quiet and orderly, Late in the afternoon 
the Seventeenth Gorps entered the town, their 
bands playing and colors flying, General Sher-

We marclied into Raleigh through ten miles 
ofa rolling alluvial country, the trees in full 
foliage and the fruit trees blossoming. The 
country through which we marched showed 
little sizns of war's ravages. The signs of the 
retveating foe in shape of barricades actoss the 
roads aud the absence of male citizensreminded 
us that we were ovine throngh an enemy's 
country. We crossed the Neuse at Battle bridge, 
or more properly where Battle bridge had been, 
the bridge being burned, A pontoon was laid to 
enable the Seventeenth Corps to cross. The 
Vifteenth found the bridge on its route unim- 
paired, thus entering the town in advance of the 
Seventeenth, 


Prisoners. _ 

There were a number of Rebel prisoners in 
the line of the Fifteenth Corps as they passed 
in review, They stared long and hard at Gene- 
ral Sherman, His name has doubtless become 
a terror to the South, 

Skirmishing. 

The “Bummers” had several severe little skir- 
inishes by the way. We passed over the scenes. 
of several of these engagements, Their site is 
marked by dead horses, a few graves, and rails 
and trees torn with bullets.

The Surrender of Raleigh. 

Dr. Edward Warren, Surgeon-General of the 
State of North Carolina, with the rank of Briga- 
dier-Genera), repaired to General Sherman, on 
the 12th, under flag-of-truce. He was seit’ by 
Governor Vance to negotiate for the peacefal 
surrender of Raleigh, and the recognition of the 
State Government. - 

General Sherman’s Reply. 

In THE FreLp, GULLEY’s STATION, April 12, 
1865.—A1l the officers and soldlers of this army 
are commanded to respect and protect the Go- 
yernor of North Carolina and the officer: 
servants of the State Government, the M 
and civic authorities of Raleigh; provic 
hostile act is committed against the officer 
men of this army between this and the cit.

Governor Vance 

Was to have waited in Raleigh for the return of 
Dr. Warren, with the reply of General Sherman. 
Dr. Warren was detained beyond the expected 
time by the breaking down of theengine. Gene- 
ral Wade Hampton told Vance that the fag of 
truce had been disregarded, and that the Doctor 
was a prisoner in Sherman’s hands. 

On the night of the 12th the Governor left 
Raleigh for the town of Hillsboro’. Hillsboro! 
is thirty miles from Raleigh. 

Dr. Warren showed Wheeler a copy of Gen. 
Shiermian’s letter. Wheeler took a copy of 
the letter, and signified his intention of 
surrendering Raleigh, ‘The men who lingered 
in the town and were met by our troops, were 
stragglers from Wheeler's command. ie peo- 
ple of Raleigh have a holy horror of Whicelor, 
The citizens of Raleigh speak very highly of 
Kilpatrick and his command. 

_ A Fling of Truce 
Was sent out, yesterday, by General Shevman 
to Governor Vance, witha copy of the Warren 


letter, 
Wake County, 
In which Raleigh is situated, was astrong Union 
county. Nine men out of every ten were strong 
Union men in 1861. They were ground down 
and oppressed by tile Secessionists. 
Dr. Warren 
Was accompanied by William A. Graham, 
formerly Secretary of the United States N 
and Ex-Goyernor D, L. Swain, M Gral.am 
and Swnin yesterday went to Governor Velice 
With the Sherman letter, under a flag-of-trice.

Dr, Warren is acting as Goyernor of the State. 


NEWBERN, April 24. 
Even here, in this sandy corner of North Ca- 
rolina, almost stricly a military post, the na- 
tion’s calamity has manifested itself. Newbern 
is hung in the trappings of woe, the whole town 
is shrouded in the hab{liments of mourning. 
Almost every man and woman in the structs 
wears a mourning emblem. Evyery flay is 
shrouded in erape. In the lnumbie portions of 
the town, where the colored people dwell, the 
monrning materials displayed on their huts 
and hovels are of the poorest and most meagre 
description; but not a house or hovel intabited 
by these people has not some exterior mark of 
molrning displayed. Like the witlow’s rite, it 
is all they can give, and they give it, ob, 
how sincerely! Their boisterous laugiiter is 
hushed. They walk about with bowed heads, 
and talk only of their sourdered benciuetor. 
To them the martyred President {s canonized, 
or deified rather, not to be irreverent. A nogro 
shepherd holding forth to his sable flo in the 
freedman's Village last Sundoy, with streaiuing 
eyes and broken voice, told his sobbing congre- 
gation that Massa Lincoln was the redeynyer of 
the colored race that their natural cnensles, 
the slave owners, had murdered him; that he 


their unfortunate race. < 
‘The citizens of Newbern held armeeting at the 
Episcopal Church, in Pollock street, on Satur- 
day afternoon last, The interior of the sacred 
edifice was heavily draped in mourning, Rcso- 
lutions appropriate to the occasion were passed, 
and after a few short and pathetic speeches the 
mournful assemblage slowly dispersed. All 
places of business were closed on Saturduy, and 
at midnight a brass band moyed through the 
strects of the town, performing faneral dirges. 
Whe Lieutennnt-General 
Passed through here on Sunday night, the 234, 
on his way to General Sherman, Hé pussed 
through the town, without stopping.
